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5. The rejection of claims 6, 8-13 and 15 under 35 USC 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Hoene is maintained for reasons of record. The graft compatibilizer taught by Hoene may 
contain a principal chain formed from unsaturated monomer in an amount of 70% by weight 
based upon the mixture of unsaturated monomer and polyalkylene ether and thus, a side chain 
poly ether in an amount of 30 % as required in the claims. The graft may be used in amounts as 
low as 0. 1 percent and additional shrink reducing addition polymer may be added in amounts 
from 1 to 30 percent by weight. Therefore, it would have been obvious to combine as little as 
0.1 percent by weight of the graft copolymer having a weight ratio of principal chain to side 
chain of 70/30 with an unsaturated polyester, unsaturated monomer and 1 to 30 percent by 
weight of shrink reducing addition polymer in order to obtain a low shrink unsaturated polyester 
composition. 
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
